Justice Goodman :—In this caso the comple-.

layed for some ten months by an interim 
injunction granted, on the 14th October, 
1892, at the instance of Mr Belilios and 
upon hia @iving the usaal vndertaking for 
damages.’ Eventually the injuaction was, 
on 2bth August, 1893, dissolved. by the 
Court, by consent of the parties, it appear- 
ing from an English decision that Mr Bali- 
lios coutd not in point ef law support his 
claim for ‘unciont lights’ as against the 
defendant, Tha completion of tha houses 
having thus been wrongfully delayed the 
quostion of damnges was referred to the 
Registrar, who conducted a long and care- 
ful inquiry and on the 3rd November, 1891, 
vartified the amount of auch damages as he 
allowed, It.seems, however, that the do- 
fondant’s legs advisors word dissatisted 
with that cortificata on two points, They 
wore not eatisfied with (a) the refusal of the 
Rogiatrar'to allow a lirgo claim for interest 
on money borrowed by: the building -eon-

S1e,—Tha news which comes from tho 
North of Ohina seoms very serious to all 
those. whose experionce of thet country 
enables them to understand the exirome 
gravity of the situation.. Events are hur- 
rying on to a-point where it secivs vot 
improbable thet the-world may bo brought 
face to face witha peace between the bolli- 
garents which, without waraing, and with- 
out the possibility of change, except by a 
bloody war, will-place not only the Empire 
of the oxtrome East in the hands of tho 
Japanose, but will subject English traders 
to the control of Japanese jurisdiction, and 
to the obstruction of Jepaneau officialism, 
From tho political point of viow, even 
moré important ovents may follow, If tho 
Japanese obtuin that for which thoy are 
a the control of the resources «f 
China os.regatds mon and material wealth 
—the position of all European countries in 
Aaja, but especially that of. England, will 
be seriously threatened. It would bo un- 
charitable to easume that our Government 
are not aliva to the importancé of what is 
happening, althouzh it scems permissible 
to doubt whether they havo hitherto sufil- 
ciontly grasped tho situation, The fact 
that the Japanese have for yoars past sut~ 
veyed the const and the interior of China, 
mado every preparation for a long war, and 
even for civit adqinistration, and have 
obtained possossion of ovary important 
plomatic secret in China ; and all this with. 
ont our Government, apparently, haviug 
the slightest suspicion of what was goin: 
on, must load us to doubt whether their 
sources of information are sufficient, or 
whether they have appreciated tho infar- 
mation which they ‘hava received. Even 
mote, when the Japaneso first showed their 
hand by an attuck on Corea, it was certain- 
ly opeh to our Government to have made a 
sorioud effurt t6'stop tho quarrol, 
It is notorious that tha Chinese were so 
anxious not to go to war that they would 
probably havo followed any advico given 
them by a fciendly Goverument, and if that 
adyice bad becn to yiold such terms as tho 
Japanese Tad at that timo imade ju Corea, 
those wily and warlike Islanders could have 
9 to make for continuing their 
‘operations, We acted on the principle of 
non-intervention, only to put ourselves in 
» ponifion of being compelled to intervene 
later on, jn circumstavces of greatly-in- 
creased difficulty, or of submitting to ma- 
tional Josfes that will bo irreparable. By. 
our aon-intervention at an carly stoge, we 
have allowed-tho Japanese self-confidence 
to grow..uatil we may have to chouz¢ be- 
twesn a troublesomo war’ and abdica'iou oO! 
our position in Asia. 5

classos in China is doubtful; but, aven if 
they did make the attempt, it would be 
unjustifiable to secure our own iatercsate ky 
giving a fresh Ieass of power to a class of 
men who for generations havo lived on 
plunder, Everyone knows how the 
tupidity and dishonesty of the Mandarins 
bave led to one long disaster; but while 
tho presont system Insts, all administration 
is bound to ba rendered bad by the same 
inherent vices. The Mandarin who is 
supposed to have achance of office is’ not 
nuusually financed at Pekin by a syndicate 
of bankers, who advance him money to pay
